Local Residents 
Jump Income 
Raise Standards 


(Special to the Herald) 
NEW YORK, Jan. 16—Resi- 
dents of Charlevoix County have 
recorded marked gains in income 
in the past few years, with more 


families entering the higher 
brackets and fewer remaining 
in the low brackets. Local in- 


comes have been growing faster 
than population, more than 
keeping up with the trend to- 
ward larger families. 

Such are the findings, of .Con- 
sumer Markets 
comprehensive study of earnings 
and purchasing power. 

Since 1951, when the pre- 
vious study was made, the pro- 
portion of consumer units (fam- 
ilies or individuals tiving alone) 
with incomes of $4,000 a year or 
better has climbed to 35.4 per- 
cent in Charlevoix County, an 
increase of 19.3 percent in the 
period. 

This progress was more con- 
spicuous than that in most parta 
of the United States, where only 
13.4 percent advanced to the 
upper brackets. In the State of 
Michigan the rise was 14.8 per- 
cent, 

Tn the income category rang- 
ing from $6.000 un. Charlevoix 
County now has 480 consumer 
tls or 11.0 percent of the to- 
tal. 

Tho earnings represent spend- 
ble income after taxes. They 
indicate a definite rise in real 
income, over and shove the small 
crop in the valuation of the dol- 
lar. 

Tt has meant an upgrading in 
living standards among nearly 
everv class except farmers. More 
families now have extra money 
for luxuries after taking care of 
their basic necessities. Their 
mood, in the past vear, has been 
to spend it. The result has been 
n hooming business year for local 
merchants.

Rabbits Can 
Do Serious 
Tree Damage 


Rabbits can do serious damage 
to trees and shrubs in winter, 
eaustions Ed Rebman, Charle- 
voix county farm agent. 

Their normal food supply con-' 
sists of shoots, branches anid, 
buds as well as bark. If rabbits: 
are numerous in your area apply 
a repellent on valuable trees and 
shrubs as a cheap and effective, 
way to prevent rabhit damage. 

Agent Rebman passes along! 
this recommendation for a re- 
pellent from Don Hayne, zoolo- 
gist, and H. A. Cardinell, horti-, 
culturist, of Michigan State. Mix' 
7 pounds of resin in 1 gallon of, 
ethyl alcohol and allow to sit ov- 
ernight before using. The MSU 
specialists point out that ony! 
ethyl alcoho] should be used. Me- 
thyl aleohol (or methanol) will 

“not dissove the resin. 

Don’t heat the mixture, says! 
Agent Rebman. And don’t be al-: 
armed if the mixture turns whit-; 
ns its effectiveness is not harm-, 
ed, 

The final product is a heavy; 
varnish-like mixture that should! 
be applied to the tree with a' 
paint brush. It is not effective: 
on the snowshoe rabbit, the MSU 
specialists warn. 

Agent Rebman ¢é!so says that 
fhe U. S. Fish and’ Wildlife Ser- 
vice has recently developed a re- 
pellent called TNB-A which will{ 
be tested for use under Michigan 
conditions soon. He warns that 
TNB-A should not be used on 
conferous trees such as ever- 
greens.
